SUMMARY: CHINESE WILL LOBBY WITH PERU TO DENY SOVS NINTH VOTE IN 
SECURITY COUNCIL SUPPORTING SOV NUF RES. CHINESE HAVE 
ALREADY MADE STRONG DEMARCHE TO YUGO. YUGO PERM REP SAID 
HE BELIEVES SOVS MAY HAVE DECIDED AGAINST ATTEMPT TO 
GET RES THRU SC AND THUS MAY NOT SEEK MTG. END SUMMARY. 

1. WE HAD INFORMAL EXCHANGE OF VIEWS APRIL 17 WITH PRC 
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MISOFF CHAO WEI. IN ADDITION REITERATING OUR POSITION 
ON SUBSTANCE NUF AND OUR INTENTION TO MAINTAIN LOW POSTURE 
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ON ISSUE, WE DISCUSSED PROBABLE VOTING IF NUF SHLD 
FORMALLY COME BEFORE SC. 

2. CHAO. WHILE REPORTING THAT HE HAD ALSO HEARD ASSESSMENT 
THAT SOVS UNLIKELY TO PRESS FOR SC TAKING UP NUF THIS MONTH, 

SAID THAT SUDAN, SC PRESIDENT IN MAY, SEEMS UNLIKELY 
WILLINGLY TO CHAIR NUF MTG. CHAO SAID THAT SUDAN 

PERM REP ABDULLA HAD TOLD CHINESE THAT THERE SUFFICIENT 
AFRICAN PROBLEMS, INCLUDING SANCTIONS AND NAMIBIA, TO 
OCCUPY HIS SC PRESIDENCY. 

3. CHAO SAID THAT YUGO NOT NOW ACTIVE ON NUF. MOJSOV 
HAD REC' D NO INSTUCTIONS AS OF APRIL 13. CHAO SAID THAT HE 
AND CHOU NAN HAD GIVEN " CLEAR WARNING'' TO YUGO CONSELOR 
JOB. CHINESE HAD POINTED OUT TO JOB, CHAO SAID, THAT 

" IF YUGOSLAVIA SUPPORTS SOVIET ON NUF, YUGOSLAVIA MUST BEAR 
RESPONSIBILITY. 1 ' CHAO SAID THAT TO ENSURE POINT DRIVEN HOME, 

CHINESE HAD RECALLED YUGO' S EXPERIENCE ON BANGLADESH 

TIEM. ( PRC CAME DOWN VERY HARD ON GOY FOR LATTER' S BD 

INITIATIVE AT 27 TH GA.) CHAO SAID THAT YUGO COLLEAGUE 

HAD APPARENTLY GOT THE MESSAGE AND HAD REPLIED LAMELY WITH THANKS 

TO CHINESE FOR GIVING " CLEAR INDICATION OF PRC POSITION." 

4. CHAO SAID THAT PRC AMB HAD TALKED BRIEFLY TO INDONESIAN 
AMB SANI. SANI TOLD CHINESE THAT INDONESIA HAD NO INTEREST 
IN NUF AND CHAO THOUGHT INDONESIANS WLD BE RECEPTIVE 

TO US APPROACH. CHAO ASKED IF WE CLD URGE INDONESIANS TO 
PRESS SOVS NOT TO RAISE IN SC. WE TOLD CHAO THAT WE 
ANTICIPATED HAVING OPPORTUNITY TO INFORMALLY CLARIFY OUR 
VIEWS TO INDONESIANS IN NEAR FUTURE. 

5. CHAO AGREED WITH OUR ASSESSMENT THAT PERU APPEARS NOW 
TO BE PIVOTAL VOTE. WE AGREED THAT SOVS WLD NOT HAVE 
MAJORITY ON SUBSTANCE. CHAO SAID THAT AMB HUANG HAD TALKED 
PRELIMINARILY TO PERM REP PEREZ DE CUELLAR AND THAT PERU 
THEN STILL HAD NO INSTRUCTIONS. PEREZ HAD INDICATED THAT 

HE DID NOT WANT TO HANDLE ITEM 

DURING HIS SC PRESIDENCY THIS MONTH. CHAO CONFIRMED THAT 
AMB HUANG WLD " DEFINITELY" TALK TO PERUVIANS AGAIN IN NEAR 
FUTURE. 
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6. RE SOV INTENTIONS, CHAO OFFERED PERSONAL SPECULATION 
THAT IF SOVS CONCLUDE THAT THEY WLD NOT HAVE NINE VOTES 
ON SUBSTANCE THEY UNLIKELY TO INSIST ON FORMAL SC MTG. 

HE AGREED THAT IT IS POSSIBLE, HOWEVER, THAT SOVS WLD 
SEEK MTG FOR PURPOSE TABLING RES, WITHOUT VOTING. 

7. IN VERY BRIEF DISCUSSION OF NUF WITH AMB PHILLIPS 
APRIL 17. YUGO PERM REP MOJSOV SAID HE THOUGHT THERE WLD 
BE NO MTG OF SC ON NUF. MOJSOV TOLD PHILLIPS HE 
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BELIEVES SOVS HAVE REACHED POINT OF ACCEPTING THAT THERE 
INSUFFICIENT VOTES TO ADOPT RES ( PHILLIPS WILL DISCUSS 
SUBSTANCE OF OUR POSITION PER REFTEL PARA 3 AT NEXT 
OPPORTUNITY.)
